I  am  using  this  official  looking  paper  to  let  you  see  just  where  I  am. 
I  have  been  here  almost  three  weeks  as  night  supervisor  and  it  isn’t 
too  bad  so  far.  I’m  not  very  keen  on  night  work  but  was  anxious 
to  try  an  institutional  position  near  home  and  this  was  my  first  op¬ 
portunity.  This  is  a  city  of  15,000  people  and  quite  a  divisional  line 
for  railroads.  The  C.  P.  R.  and  Canadian  Northern  Railroad  and 
Temiscaming  and  Nor.  Ont.  R.  all  come  through.  We  are  about  200 
miles  north  of  Toronto  and  about  100  miles  south  of  Haileybury,  so 
I  am  not  very  far  from  home.  We  are  situated  on  Lake  Nipissing. 

The  Hospital  has  a  superintendent,  an  assistant  superintendent,  a 
dietitian  and  a  night  supervisor.  We  have  about  sixteen  nurses  in 
training.  There  are  thirty-five  beds  available  and  in  an  emergency 
we  can  use  a  couple  of  v/aiting  rooms.  I  have  two  nurses  with  me  at 
night — one  on  each  floor. 

I  see  you  have  changed  your  addi*ess.  Are  you  not  at  St.  Luke’s? 
I  can’t  picture  the  old  hospital  Avithout  you  and  I  shall  miss  you  very 
much,  should  I  e\ev  return. 

I  Avas  more  than  pleased  Avhen  your  pretty  card  came.  It  Avas  good 
of  you  to  remember  me.  Being  just  one  of  the  many  nurses  that  haAm 
passed  through  your  hands,  I  Avas  very  much  flattered,  too. 

I  haA^e  lost  track  of  Miss  Spence.  Maybe  she  has  gone  to  California. 
She  ahvays  had  that  at  the  back  of  her  mind.

Pittsburgh,  Dec.  it,  1925. — a  plan  to  establish  a  day  nurseiw, 
or  better  baby  clinic,  as  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Miss  Catherine 
Wallace,  a  deceased  member  who  is  remembered  for  her  charitable 
Avoi'k  among  the  poor  families  of  this  city,  is  being  formed  by  the 
Pittsl)urgh  Parent-Teacher  Association,  Mrs.  Frank  Schmidt,  pi'csi- 
dent,  announced  today. 

The  clinic  Avill  be  knoAvn  as  the  Catherine  Wallace  Memorial,  Airs. 
Schmidt  says,  and  is  planned  to  perpetuate  the  name  of  Miss  Wallace, 
Avho  acted  as  school  nurse.  A  temporary  continuation  of  Miss  Wal¬ 
lace’s  charitable  Avork  during  the  Christmas  season  is  being  under¬ 
taken  by  tlm  Netab  Club,  an  organization  composed  of  Pittsburgh 
teachers,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Frances  Donovan. 

The  memorial  fund  noAv  contains  $180,  raised  through  a  dance  given 
early  in  the  season.  '‘Such  a  clinic  is  badly  needed  here,”  Mrs.

Smith  fund  of  $2,500.00  and  the  old  Johnstone  Memorial  Fund  of 
$3,000.00  be  turned  over  to  the  Johnstone  Memorial  Room  Fund. 
Carried. 

Moved  by  Miss  Rein,  seconded  by  Miss  Dyson,  that  the  deficit,  to 
make  the  total  of  $30,000.00  be  loaned  the  Johnstone  Memorial  Room 
Fund  from  the  Alumnae  Treasury,  same  to  be  repaid  to  the  Treasury 
ui)on  payment  of  outstanding  pledges.  Carried. 

Miss  Findlay,  Cliairman  of  the  Club  Membership  Committee,  re¬ 
ported  that  a  check-up  shoAved  that  only  93  St.  Luke’s  nurses  Avere 
eligible  to  Club  membership,  and  that  she  had  seen  or  Avritten  all  of 
those  eligible,  but  to  date  had  had  Amry  feAv  responses.

My  dear - ^ — 

Your  letter  reached  me  after  some  delay.  I  left  for  this  sunny 
clime  in  such  a  hurry  and  my  plans  Avere  so  indefinite  that  I  could 
leave  no  address  behind  me.  The  nearest  AAms  that  of  one  of  our 
oAAUi  graduates  AA^ho  lives  in  Pasadena.  I  fully  intended  to  go  to  her 
first  till  I  looked  around  and  got  settled.  I  made  that  agreement 
Avith  her  last  August  Avhen  she  Avas  visiting  in  Chicago. 

But  sometimes  one’s  plans  go  astray.  I  arrived  on  December  16 
and  AAmnt  out  to  Monrovia  to  a  cousin,  as  an  emissary  from  Santa 
in  Chicago. 

My  cousin  had  spent  a  year  in  Long  Beach  before  settling  in  Mon¬ 
ro  Aua,  and  she  boosted  this  place  so  much  that  I  decided  to  come  out 
on  the  folloAviiig  day  and  look  for  a  corner  to  stay  till  I  could  make 
other  plans. 

The  next  morning  T  started  out  braA^ely — minus  umbrella  and  rub¬ 
bers,  both  of  these  useful  articles,  being  safely  parked  in  the  hotel 
room.  EAmry  one  Avas  optimistic  about  the  Aveather  except  myself. 
But  as  I  Avas  the  green  horn  I  decided  the  others  kncAV  more  about  it 
than  I  did,  so  took  their  AAmrd  for  it.  Never  again. 

I  reached  Long  Beach  in  a  drizzle  Avhich  soon  turned  to  a  regular, 
good  old-fashioned  doAAUi-pour.  I  Avas  soon  so  Avet  I  decided  my  clothes 
and  shoes  couldn’t  possibly  soak  up  any  more  water,  and  as  everybody 
else  Avas  in  the  same  condition  I  sauntered  along  and  tried  to  look 
cheerful. 

I  haven’t  a  very  cheerful  countenance  at  the  best  of  times,  so  T  am 
afraid  my  effort  Avasn’t  much  of  a  success.  If  I  had  been  getting  a 
try-out  in  the  movies  and  been  told  to  ''register”  happiness  I  am 
afraid  that  as  a  screen  actress  I  Avould  have  proAmd  a  "flop.” 

IIoAvever,  I  Avasn’t  going  to  be  bested  by  a  little  clean  AAmter,  so 
succeeded  in  locating  a  furnished  apartment  in  Avhich  I  could  camp 
out  temporarily  Avhile  I  Avas  seeing  the  sights  of  Long  Beach  (and 
there  are  some  sights  here,  all  right — ).  So  here  I  am  playing  at  house¬ 
keeping  and  letting  the  alarm  on  my  clock  get  rusty  for  Avant  of  use. 

My  mail  is  gradually  getting  straightened  out — so  your  letter,  after 
considerable  delay,  reached  me. 

The  Aveather  eAudently  Avas  ashamed  for  the  Avay  it  treated  me  and 
since  then  all  has  been  sunshine.  I  haven’t  Avorn  a  coat  in  the  day¬ 
time  since  T  came  here  and  Christmas  day  T  spent  at  MonroAua  and  it 
reminded  me  more  of  the  Fourth  of  -July  than  Christmas. 

I  AA^as  over  in  Canada  for  a  month  to  visit  my  relatives  before  com¬ 
ing  here.  EA'^eryone  OAmr  there  seemed  tol  think  I  shouldn’t  come  AAUiy 
oft*  here  alone  Avhen  I  AAmsn’t  AA^ell  and  one  and  all  tried  to  argue  that 
I  should  stay  in  Canada.  Letters  from  home  say  it  is  21  beloAA^  zero. 
"Oh  bov,  ain’t  it  a  grand  and  glorious  feeling”  to  knoAA’^  I  am  li(U‘(‘ 
instead  of  there. 
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Of  course,  I  had  a  big*  fur  coat  when  I  was  there  in  Canada,  and 
everyone  seemed  to  think  I  needn’t  mind  how  cold  it  was.  But  mv 
object  in  life  isn’t  to  see  how  fast  I  can  wear  out  a  fur  coat,  for  I 
don’t  expect  ever  to  be  able  to  atford  another.  When  I  get  lonesome 
and  blue  (as  I  do  sometimes,  being  here  all  alone),  I  just  go  in  the 
dressing  room  and  take  a  look  at  that  coat  and  feel  thankful  I  don’t 
need  to  wear  it,  and  then  I  put  on  my  old  velour  sports  hat  and  pull 
down  the  brim  over  my  eyes  and  proceed  to  the  beach  and  tramp  miles 
and  miles  in  the  sunshine.  I  maybe  don’t  need  a  coat,  but  at  the  rate 
I  am  wearing  out  my  shoes,  poor  as  I  am,  I  may  feel  obliged  to  ask 
the  members  of  the  “Alumnae”  for  donations  of  cast-otf  shoes. 

I  am  having  no  end  of  fun  playing;  at  housekeeping.  Have  a  large, 
bright  living  room  with  roll-away  bed — -bath  room,  dressing  room  and 
kitchenette.  That  roll-away  bed  is  a  peach,  and  such  a  comfort  to  a 
poor  housekeeper  like  myself.  Of  course,  I  was  taught  in  St.  Luke’s 
to  make  up  a  bed  properly,  so  I  can  do  that  all  right,  and  when  my 
bed  is  made  I  just  roll  my  bed  room  into  its  appointed  place  and 
there  you  are,  all  your  bed  room  tidied  up  nicely  for  the  day. 

I  do  my  own  cooking,  by  preference,  and  so  far  haven’t  either 
poisoned  myself  or  brought  on  an  attack  of  acute  indigestion.  Tf  I 
keep  at  it  long  enough  I  guess  T  will  be  able  to  keep  from  burning 
myself  on  the  oven  door.  So  far  that  is  the  worst  I  have  done. 

There  is  a  public  market  here  three  days  a  week  and  I  join  the  pro¬ 
cession  and  get  the  nicest  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  and  flowers — 
pai'ticularly  flowers. 

Please  remember  me  to  any  of  the  nurses  I  know  and  if  any  are 
planning  to  come  down  I  would  be  glad  to  see  them,  only  I  don’t  seem 
able  to  decide  where  I  want  to  settle,  there  are  so  many  beautiful 
})la.ees.  I  had  planned  to  go  to  San  Diego,  but  at  present  am  just 
drifting  along  here  and  enjoying  life. 

By  the  way,  I  went  to  a  communitj^  meeting  in  the  auditorinm  on 
tlte  Pier  last  night,  and  after  the  program  formal  was  over,  they 
cleared  the  benches  away  and  had  an  old-time  dance.  T  sat  up  in  the 
g-allery  and  watched.  All  the  old  bald-heads  and  grey  bobbed  heads 
from  loway  and  Idaho  and  Montana  and  various  other  states  seemed 
to  be  gathered  in  that  one  spot.  And  you  shoidd  have  seen  the  gay 
old  birds  tripping  the  light  fantastic,  grand  march,  Virginia  reel  and 
old-fashioned  quadrille.  Some  of  their  feet  didn’t  seem  to  track  right 
— and  one  old  beau  was  bow-legged  and  had  feet  like  Charlie  Chaplin 
and  his  feet  didn’t  seem  to  track  together  and  I  got  positively  nerv¬ 
ous  expecting  him  to  fall,  but  just  at  the  crucial  moment  he  always 
seemed  to  manage  to  untangle  his  feet  and  keep  upright.  And  these 
are  the  old-fashioned  folks  who  criticize  the  ways  of  the  modern 
fla]q)er.  Oli  boy,  I  wish  I  had  some  snap  shots  of  them  to  send  you.

Sec.  I.  Objects 

To  furnish  free  hospital  care  and  nursing  service  to  members  of  the 
Alumnae  Association  in  time  of  illness  who  are  residents  of  Chicago 

and  vicinity. 

Sec.  II.  Board  of  Control 

The  control  and  management  of  the  room  shall  be  rested  in  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alumnae  Association  winch  Board  shall 
appoint  a  ‘Hloom  Committee”  of  three  members,  with  powers  and 
duties  hereinafter  provided. 


Sec.  III.  Eligibility 


Any  graduate  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  and  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Alumnae  Association  in  good  standing,  and  who  shall  have 
contributed  $50.00  to  the  room  fund  according  to  the  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  hereinafter  provided  is  eligible  to  occupy  the  room.

ADDEESS  ST.  LUKE’S  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES 

I  Chronicles  28:20 

“Be  Strong  and  of  Good  Courage  and  Do  It” 

These  terse,  incisive,  ringing  words  of  David  to  Solomon  are  perti¬ 
nent  for  all  of  us:  “Be  strong.”  How  many  weak  people  there  are 
with  no  backbone.  AVe  need  strong,  robust  men  and  women  for  the 
work  and  battle  of  the  Kingdom.  It  is  traditional  with  the  savage  that 
the  strength  and  courage  of  every  warrior  slain  in  battle  passes  at 
once  into  the  victor  and  makes  him  so  much  more  than  he  was  before. 
By  divine  grace  even  the  weak  man  can  conquer  and  out  of  weakness 
be  made  strong.  In  one  of  the  East  Indian  wars  the  Bengal  regiment 
was  disgraced  and  their  colors  taken  from  them.  In  the  next  fight 
Sir  Charles  Napier  desired  to  offer  the  regiment  an  opportunity  to 
retrieve  itself  and  riding  to  the  head  of  the  line  he  said,  “Men,  your 
colors  are  on  yonder  hill”.  The  men  answered  with  a  shout  and 
stormed  and  took  the  hill,  and  so  their  colors  were  restored.  Our 
great  leader  deals  so  with  us.  He  says  to  each,  “Your  colors  are  on 
yonder  hill”. 

There  is  nothing  for  us  to  do  but  to  press  on  and  up  and  conquer. 
Froude  says  half  the  vices  in  the  world  come  of  cowardice.  For  such 
a  life  as  that  of  nurse  you  need  courage.  Kuskin  find  in  the  solid 
rock  with  wavy  and  tremulous  lines  running  through  it,  a  symbol  of 
weakness  and  timidity  vanquished.  Every  virtue  is  the  victory  over 
its  opposite  vice.  So  strength  and  courage  come  by  the  conquest  of 
weakness  and  timidity.  Montaigne  feared  only  fear,  and  Carlyle  said 
the  same  thing.  We  must  master  our  fears  and  so  become  strong  in 
the  Lord  and  in  the  power  of  his  miglit,  AAUien  they  led  Polycarp  to 
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martyrdom  they  were  about  to  nail  his  hands  to  the  stake  when  the 
brave  man  said,  ‘‘No;  God  has  helped  me  to  come  to  the  tire,  and  He 
Avill  give  me  patience  to  bear  it.”  And  so  he  stood  as  transfixed  till 
the  agony  was  over. 

“And  do  it.” — “Be  strong  and  of  good  courage  and  DO  IT.”  Some 
people  are  always  preparing  but  never  doing.  They  are  never  quite 
ready  to  begin.  In  our  Civil  War  when  General  McClellan  was  at  the 
head  of  the  army  the  patience  of  the  country  was  sorely  tried.  He  was 
an  excellent  man,  but  he  was  always  and  only  preparing,  and  never 
ready  to  move  against  the  enemv.  Lincoln  lost  patience,  and  the 
people  lost  patience  and  demanded  his  removal. 

A  dean  of  a  certain  medical  school  not  long  ago  in  addi’essing  its 
graduates  concluded  his  speech  in  these  words,  “And  remember  gen¬ 
tlemen  that  no  matter  what  you  give  your  patients,  90%  of  them  will 
recover”.  I  take  it  that  what  this  physician  meant  was  that  there 
was  a  power  outside  and  beyond  science  and  that  in  comparison  with 
God  our  best  effort  was  indeed  feeble. 

In  the  past  few  days  the  whole  world  has  been  thrilled  by  the  mes¬ 
sage  that  has  circled  the  globe.  There  has  been  added  to  the  story 
^of  many  conquests  that  of  another  daring  adventurer.  Strangely 
enough  he  bears  a  name  that  is  symbolic  of  his  courageous  deed.  And 
in  the  act  of  Commander  Byrd,  not  only  does  all  America  rejoice  but 
all  the  other  nations  of  the  earth.  Commander  Byrd  was  strong  and 
of  good  courage,  but  added  to  those  great  qualities  he  “did  it”,  which 
was  the  proof  of  both  his  courage  and  his  strength. 

An  incident  is  told  of  the  battle  of  Jutland.  During  the  heat  of  the 
battle  wUen  all  around  many  ships  were  sinking,  carrying  to  their 
deaths  hundreds  of  brave  sailors,  two  stokers  came  up  to*  get  a  breatli 
of  fresh  air.  In  the  face  of  all  the  turmoil,  thev  carried  on  a  conversa¬ 
tion  as  though  sitting  on  their  piazza  at  home.  All  that  one  nearby 
caught  of  their  conversation  was-  “I  say,  Tom,  he  ought  to  have  mar¬ 
ried  her”.  There  are  some  incidents  such  as  this  which  are  as 
descriptive  of  the  individual  as  they  are  of  the  character  of  a  race. 

There  is  no  more  honourable  profession  than  that  of  the  nurse.  Those 
of  the  members  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  Training  School  for  Nurses  who 
tonight  have  received  your  diplomas  and  the  badges  of  your  high  call¬ 
ing  have  entered  upon  a  life  of  unselfish  service.  Had  you  in  mind  a 
lucrative  profession  when  you  entered  upon  this  career,  I  doubt  if  you 
would  have  chosen  to  be  nui’ses.  To  the  accomplishment  of  your  task 
you  need  strength  and  courage  and  the  vision  to  put  into  practice  all 
that  you  have  learned  in  a  technical  sense  during  these  years  of  train¬ 
ing.  To  strengthen  the  sick  and  to  help  restore  the  broken  in  health  is 
you  God-given  service.  And  to  leave  your  patient  better  not  only  in 
mind  and  body,  but  what  perhaps  is  even  more  important  strengthened 
in  spirit  is  your  greatest  gift.  Pvemembeihng  that  the  cup  of  cold  water 
in  the  name  of  a  disciple  is  seiwice  to  Him  in  whose  Name  you  perform 
your  acts  of  mercy  and  loving  kindness. 

I  leave  with  you  the  words  of  a  great  poet  to  strengthen,  encourage 
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and  inspire  as  you  tonio-ht  enter  the  ranks  of  tliose  who  call  them- 
seives  servants  of  Him  and  therefore  servants  of  humaidnnd. 

^HTere  eyes  do  regard  you. 

In  Eternity stillness; 

Here  is  all  fulness, 

Ye  brave,  to  reward  you  ; 

Yv^ork,  and  despair  not.”
